POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY, 


FIRST CROSSES. 
Writing on this subject in the Week/y 
Irish Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :— 

Of course, what we mean by crossing must 
be confined to a first cross het ween twr 
pure breeds. The crossing that ts often 
carried on in the country between every 
sort of fowl only produces monzre!s, 
which rapidly deteriorate; but by the 
crossing of two pure breeds, special 
selected, the good qualities of both are 
combined, and the offspring are move 
hardy and vigorous. It is because of ‘ha 
increased hardiness th are so wel 
suited to this country, where we have a, 
much wet in winter, and in this way 
there is not so much mortality among 
the chickens, which are more eas 
reared. Of course, the pure breeds that 
are crossed must be of the best, both as 
to their health and utility qualities, and 
must also be chosen with a definite objec:

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Dr. W. C. Dwyer, in a report oí Housing, 
Workshops and Suppliés Section, states that 
five tenders were received for electric wiring 
of houses on Emmet road (extension) area— 
viz. : Messrs. Hall and. Stimson, Lid., Sheí- 
te Handley and, Robinson, Ltd., Dublin; 
’. W Cross and Bro.,’ Oxford; W. Barrett, 
Bath, and the Dublin Corporation Electricity 
Department. The lowest tender was that sub- 
mitted by Messrs. Hall and Stinson, Ltd., 
amounting to £4,511 3s. 3d., the next lowest 
being that of the Dublin Electricity Depart- 
ment, amounting to £5,934 18s. Qd. Con- 
tingencies for supervision by the Electricity 
Department (£230) and wages of electrical 
clerk of works (calculated at £5 per week for 
3 months) must be added to the tender of 
Messrs. Hall and Stinson, Ltd., plus an extra 
of £110 3s. 14d. for Electric Lamp Manufac- 
turers’ Asso ation lamps instead of Maxim 
lamps—the former being the more durable, 
and an approximate sum of £30 for the sub- 
stitution of a more suitable type of switch 
fuse and switch plug. Even with these addi- 
tions. however, the total amounts. to 
£5,271 6s. 43d., or close on £700 lower than 
the Electricity Department's quotation, 

Subject to the modifications indicated, Dr. 
Dwyer decided, on the advice of the City 
Electrical Engineer, and with the approval 
of the Minister for Local Government and 
Fublic Health, to recommend the accept- 
ance of Messrs. Hall — Stinson’s tender, 
amounting to £4,511 3s. 3d., plus the extras 
above mentioned; and that ‘the City Seal be 
affixed to the requisite Deed of Contract, 

The figures now recommended for accept 
ance are about 35 per cent, cheaper than last 
contract for wiring 

On the City Electrical 
Dr. Dwyer arranged with Messrs. 
Stinson, Ltd., that they will earry out the 
work of wiring the ‘‘ Warden’’ houses on 
Griffith avenue under the same conditions as 
the Emmet road houses, subject to such 
modifications as the underground cable ser- 
vices at Griffith avenue necessitate. The 
supply to Emmet road is by overhead cable. 
The firm agreed to have the work done at 
12s. 3d. per point, or £6 2s. 6d. per. house. 
Heating and service points, 24s. and 34s. re- 
spectively, being the same as those specified 
for Emmet road.

PROSPEROUS FUTURE FOR

Mr. Harold Bradley, in a paper on the 
future of the British roadstone industry, 
which he read at a meeting of the Institute 
of Quarrying, held at the British Industries 
Fair, Birmingham, said that the varied uses 
to which roadstoue could be put in mode arth 
roudmaking, coupled with the increasing de- 
velopment “el the motor industry, seemed to 
indicate an exceptionally prosperous future 
for the British roadstone industry. An in- 
dicatson of prosperity was expressed in the 
use of nearly 750,000 more tons of roadstone 
in 1927 thau in 1926.

| foreign material if he could obtain the British 


product at no marked difference in cost, and 
that he could rely upon obtaining supplies 
as and when réquired. 

It was not only the scarcity of capital, but 
also the relatively high costs of production 
which enabled competitors of artificial and 
foreign. materials to obtain a share of the 
revenue derived from road construction and 
maintenance. Lack of capital was not only 
a positive brake to progress, it was also a 
terrible handicap to the imtiative and in- 
genuity of the quarry manager. he remedy 
could be found in reorganisation, by the 
elimination of uneconomic competition, waste- 
fal selling agencies, and by the concentration 
of production of those i á of material most 
suitably and efficiently handled by quarries 
best adapted for particular purposes, by the 
reduction of overhead cea through 
economies automatically resulting from mass 
production of special fines, and co-operative 
buying and selling. By these means, summed 
up in the words rationalisation and amalga- 
mation, would the British roadstone industry 
be restored to its rightful place as one of the 
premier Lasic industries of this country. 


NEW THREE-MILE HIGHWAY 
FOR NEW YORK. 


The construction oy an embankment alone 
the East River was proposed to the Board of 
Estimates of Manhattan Borough on January 
28 by Mr. Julius Miller, the President of the 
Borough.

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CHURCHILL TELLS HOW THE 
TREATY WAS 


Mr. Luoyp GEORGE. 


Mr, de Valera Unable 
to tell Mr. Lloyd George 
the Gaelic for Republic. 


T the beginning of the nineteenth 
century a hostile Ireland was a 
menace to the security of Britain: by the 
second decade of the twentieth century 
Ireland was no longer a menace, however 
it was disposed. Such, briefly, is Mr. 
Churchill’s explanation of the changed 
attitude of British politicians towards the 
Irish demand for self-government. 

** Some large outside shock,” he says in 
his brilliant book, ‘‘ The World Crisis: 
The Aftermath,’’ which is. published to- 
Messrs. Thornton Butterworth 
(30s. net), “is necessary from time to 
time to force a revision of the data and a 
readjustment of the proportion.” 

Between the rejections of Home Rule 
Bills in 1886 and 1893, the halting Liberal 
Irish Councils Bill of 1906 and the 
suspended Irish Government Act of 1912, 
there had come the shock of the Great 
War, which ensured that ‘ things could 
never be the same again,” Even the 
shock of a World War was not sufficient 
to force ““a revision of the data and a re- 
adjustment of the proportion ” where the 
relations between Britain and Ireland 
were concerned, so that as late as 1920 
there were still thoughts of Councils such 
as lord Haldane revealed in his recently 
published memoirs, and the creation of 
Northern Ireland made permanent. 

So long as Britain was a nation of 
twelve millions, sandwiched between a 
France of twenty millions and an Treland 
of seven millions, as was the position 
about 1800, there was obviously some 
strategical danger in a free Ireland. The 
lapse of a century altered the proportions 
so radically that Britain, with forty-three 
millions of people, outnumbered the com- 
bined totals of France and Ireland. More- 
over, the German Iimpire had come into 
being to keep France uneasily occupied. 

This military factor was, in Mr. 
Churchill’s view, of primary importance 
in the revision of British policy towards 
Ireland; but there were other factors 
which, though secondary, assumed im- 
portance upon examination. The first 
was financial; the war had changed the 
balance from Ireland to Britain, and pro- 
duced a credit balance upon Irish govern- 
ment; the second was the disproportionate 
representation of Ireland in the Imperial 
Parliament. Yet these important con- 
siderations were insufficient to change the 
policy of the British Government up to 
1920. Why did the great change come 
about ? 


THE COMPLETE REVERSAL OF POLICY. 


“No British Government in modern 
times has ever appeared to make so com- 
plete and sudden a reversal of policy... .. 
In May the whole power of the State and 
all the influence of the Coalition were 
used to ‘hunt down the murder gang’; in 
June the goal was ‘lasting reconciliation 
with the Irish people.’ The vivid con- 
trast between these two extremes might 
well furnish a 4heme of mockery to super- 
ficial judgment#’ says Mr. Churchill. 

‘Actually, however,’ he continues, 
“there were only two courses: war with 
the utmost violence or peace with the 
utmost patience. Vast arguments could 
be deploved for either course, but nothing 
in sense or mercy could excuse weak com- 
promises between the two. In ordinary 
domestic politics these sharp dichotomies 
are usually inapplicable; but when the 
sword is bared and the pistol pointed, 
and blood flows and homes are laid waste, 
it ought to be one thing or the other.” 

In Ireland the sword was bared and the 


pistol] pointed to such effect that “as the | 


tumult of the whole world gradually and 
spasmodically subsided with many rever- 
berations, Southern Ireland was perceived 
to be crying aloud in a strange voice, and 
the words she ¢ried were present!y under- 
stood to be “Independence or Murder.’”’ 

The ‘strange voice ” is thus described 
by Mr. Churchill: 

“* During the summer and autumn of 1919 
occasional but nationally-conceived murders 
beran to be perpetrated upon the humble 
agents of the British Crown in Ireland, and 
by the end of the year an organised campaign 
of assassinations of magistrates, of police and 
vf soldiers when found in twos and threes, 
developed progressively through the three 
provinces of Southern. Ireland. 

‘The policy of these outrages was not dis- 
countenanced by the Sinn Fein Parliament, 
but the actual work was done by the secret 
societies called the ‘ Irish Republican Army - 
und the ‘lrish Republican Brotherhood.’ 

“ The form of warfare was repulsive. : A 
constable on his beat in the streets of a town 
or village is asked some casual question like 
‘What is the time” As he takes out his 
watch to give the information he is shot dead. 
The perpetrator, although seen by dozens of 
persons, walks off unpursued, and no one will 
sive evidence against him. Or, again, British 
soldiers returning from Mass are suddenly 
fired upon from. behind a hedge ahd three cr 
four are shot down. 

‘* As the year advanced these murders grew 
in number and in scale, They culminated in 
a determined attempt on December 19 to 
murder Lord French. . . All was, however, 
on a fairly petty scale. Between May and 
December, 1919, there were about 1,509 
political offences, including 18 murders and 
77 armed attacks. The troops and the 
police bore the strain_of the assassinations, 
for which of course hardly anyone was 
brought to justice, with exemplary patience 
for a long time. But at length their distress 
and indignation led them to take the law into 
their own hands. ' 

“ 8oldiers whose comrades had been 
murdered wrecked the shops and dwellings of 
persons in the neighbourhood of the crime, 
and the police began here and there un. 
authorised reprisals upon suspected persons. 
Large numbers of people in England, them- 
wlves exposed to no, dauger, were sincerely 
saoaked by such undisciplined conduct. 
However, it will always be difficult, to per- 
suade armed bodies of men to endure with 
unpassive good humour for any long period 
being hunted down and murdered one by one. 
einforcements were sent to Ireland and the 
Constabulary were large increased. The un- 
anthorised reprisals grew with the increasing 
) rovocation. - 


THE “BILL ” OF 1920. 


Meanwhile tlhe Government of Treland 
Bill of 1920 received the Royal Assent. 

“It was accepted under bitter protest by 
the Protestant North. They bhewed to the 
decision of the Imperial Parliament. ‘They 
used their option to contract out of the 
iublin Parliament and set up their own 
leyislature and Government as prescribed by 
the Act. Had the powers of this imeasu-e 
been accepted and exerciséd in a reasonable 
aud friendly spirit by the dominant elements 
ia Southern Ireland there is little doubt that 
the lui i Nationalist grievance would have 
heen substantially met, and certainly Ire- 
lind—escaping a long and painful ordeaj— 
vould to-day be more prosperous, more in: 
fluential and more united... . 

‘''The Bill of 1920 was a decisive turning 
point in the history of the two islands. In 
important respects it was tantamount to a 
repeal of the Act of Union after 120 years 
of friction, As such it profoundly affected 
the Unionist Party, whose very name lost its 
meaning. Jt bad a more practical and 
irrevocable importance. Ulster, or rather its 
six predominantly Protestant counties, becaine 
with constitutional 
form, possessing all the organs of governmer 
and administration, including police and the 
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capacity of self-defence for the purposes of 
internal order. From that moment the 
position of Ulster became unasgailable. 

““It could never again be said that Ulster 
Protestants barred the aspirations of their 
Southern fellow-countrymen. They had, 
indeed, on the contrary, acquiesced in a large 
disturbance of their own foundations and by 
their compliance with the decision of the 
Imperial Parliament exposed themselves to 
AE Cm reproaches from the Unionists of 
Southern Ireland. 

“Every argument of  self-determination 
ranged .tself henceforward upon their side. 
Never again could any British Party con- 
template putting pressure upon them to part 
with the Constitution they had reluctantly 
accepted. ‘They were masters in their own 
honse, and, small though it might be, it was 
morally and logicaily founded upon a rock. 
The Act of 1920 ended for ever this phase of 
the Irish problem.”’ 


COMING OF THE BLACK AND TANS. 


Simultaneously with the passing of the 
1920 Act considerable measures were taken 
by the British Government ‘in the other 
twenty-six counties. 

‘Large numbers of additional traops were 
sent to Ireland. Armoured cars and motor 
cars, forces of police and military were 
organised upon an important scale, and a 
special police force was formed entirely of ex- 
officers and from the war-time armies. These 
special police, who ultimately amounted to 
7,000 men, were nicknamed, on account ‘of 
their dark cap and khaki uniform, the ‘ Black 
and Tans.’ It has become customary to lavish 
abuse upon the Black and Tans and to trent 
them as a mob of bravos and terrorists 
suddenly let loose upon the fair pastures ct 
Ireland. 

‘In fact, however, they were selected from 
a great press of applicants on account of 
their intelligence, their characters and their 
records in the war. Originally they were in- 
tended to supplement the hard-pressed Roval 
Ixish Constabulary; but in grappling with 
murder they developed within themselves a 
very strong counter-terrorist activity. They 
acted with much the same freedom as the 
Chicago or New York police permit them- 
selves in dealing with armed gangs. 

“When any of their own men or police or 
military comrades were murdered they ‘ beat- 
a the haunts of well-known malignants, or 
those whom they conceived to be malignants, 
and sharply challenged suspected persons at 
the pistol’s point. Obviously there can be no 
defence for such conduct except the kind of 
attack to which it was a reply. 

‘“ The attitude of the Liberals was not 
helpful, ard from another angle the military 
authorities contributed unhelpful counsel, by 
demanding universal Martial Law in Southern 
Ireland. 

‘* The policy of ‘ authorised reprisals’ came 
into force on New Year's Day, 1921. It 
speedily proved far less effective than the 
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Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL. 


rough and ready measures of the special 
police. On the morrow of an outrage the 
millitary sallied forth in a brigade to burn a 
cottage ; in the night the Sinn Feiners padded 
out and burned a country house. 

The alternatives before the Government 
were clear: “Crush them with iron and 
unstinted force or try to give them what 
they want.” 


GIVING THEM WHAT THEY WANT. 


wi The legend has obtained some 
credence,’ says Mr. Churchill, “ that 
(the) change in policy arose from a waning 
nerve power in the Prime Minister. . . 

“ Up till the summer of 1921 no one was 
more resolute or ready to be more ruthless 
against the Irish rebellion than Mr. Llov'l 
George. e had constantly to measure the 
British political situation. This required as 
a prelude to any form of Home Rule, first 
the security of Ulster and, secondly, a clear 
victory over the gunmen. The first con- 
dition was broadly satisfied by the 1920 Act; 
the second was certainly not yet attained. 

‘What then were the causes and incidents 
which induced him to abandon his policy of 
repression before it was effective? |] shall set 
them out as I measured them at the time. 
By April, 1921, the Irish problem had become 
the maia pre-occupation of the Government 
The Prime Minister showed himself markedly 
disposed to fight the matter out at all costs, 
mee gn rely for this purpose upon ‘ the age- 
long loyalties of the Conservative Party.’ 

‘*Upon the method, however, there were 
two distinct opinions. It was evident to all 
Ministers that efforts to restore order in {re- 
land must be made during the rest of the year 
upon an extraordinary seale. A hundred 
thousand new special troops and police must 
be raised; thousands of motor cars must be 
armoured and equipped; the three .Southern 
Provinces of Ireland must be closely laced 
with.cordons of blockhouses and barbed wire, 
a systematic rummaging and questioning of 
every individual must be put in force. 

“In order to paralyse the activities of a 
few thousand persons the entire population 
must be made to account for every hour cf 
their time. ‘There was no physical bar to 
accomplishing all this. It was a matter cf 
mea and money, and both would have been 
supplied in ample measure by a Parliament 
which still had three years of constitutional 
Bleá ó 

‘* Some Ministers. of whom 1 was one, 
while ready to undertake the responsibilities 
and to share the exertions which such a policy 
involved, held that these deastic 
Bhould be accompanied by the offer of 
widest possible measureol self-government +o 
Southern Tvreland. 

‘* Personally, J wished to see the 
coufronted on the hand with “the 
realisation of all that they had asked for, and 
of all that Gladstone had striven for, and, 
upon the other, with the most unlimited 
exercise of rough-handed force. i was, there- 
fore. on the side of those who wished to 
couple a tremendous onslaught with 
fairest offer. Te will be sufficient to say that 
the division of opinion was alinost evenly 
balanced, but that weight, apart from 
numbers, Inclined to those who preferred the 
dual pohey, 

“Thea Prime Minister was astonished, and, 
indeed, startled to find how many Conservi- 
tives adhered to this more complicated course. 
I could see that he was profoundly impressed 
both by the argument and by the authority 
kehind it, On the question being put, ‘Would 
you then allow « Dublin Parliament like 
any other Dominion to levy a tariff against

LORD CRAIGAVON VISITS

In May, 1921, “Sir James Craig, the 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland, at 
the request of Mr. Lloyd George, met Mr, 
de Valera in his hiding-place. This meet- 
ing, which had been the subject of con- 
siderable previous negotiation, was cer- 
tainly a remarkable episode. 

‘The Ulster Leader, representative of ; ll 
that had stood against Home Rule,’’ says Mr. 
Churchill, “ was conducted by the Sinn Fein 
gunmen through long, devious, and secret 
routes to the headquarters of the leader of 
the Irish rebellion. His robust outlook 
and single-minded sense of duty to the well- 
being of the Empire, joined to disdain i 
personal risks, capital or political, led Sir 
James Craig to undertake this mission. His 
conversations with the Sinn Fein leader were 
abortive.

HOW THE NOISE IS MADE. 


a Cone 
(By G. R. HUMPHREYS.) 


N view of the correspondence in some 

recent issues of the Irish Times, 
the following remarks on the ‘ drum- 
ming,’’ or ‘“‘ bleating’’—a term some 
prefer owing to the resemblance which 
the sound has to the bleating of a voung 
goat—of the common snipe may be of 
interest. 

Many old, and even some recent, 
writers say that this is vocal or is pro- 
duced by the wings. When compiling 
that excellent book, the “ Birds of Ire- 
land,” published in 1900, the late R. J. 
Ussher remarked on. page 279: ‘‘ The 
bleating or drumming, which is appar- 
ently produced by the wings as the bird 
swoops down, or dives through the air, 
is characteristic of the breeding season, 
heard in Ireland as early as February 
and as late as July.” It is stated that, 
in 1856. Meves, of Stockholm, found by 
experiments that the sound was produced 
by the tail-feathers. However, very 
little importance appears to have been 
placed on the results of these experiments 
until Mr. P. H. Bahr demonstrated, in 
1907, that the sound was produced by the 
vibration of the air through the two outer 
tail-feathers. 

The common snipe usually, though not 
always, has fourteen feathers in its tail. 
While the central feathers are of normal 
structure, with the rami (or barbs) 
attached to the shaft, being of correspond- 
ing length on each side, the two outer 
féathers differ considerably. This will 
be seen from the following sketch of two 
of these feathers, taken from a common 
snipe which was shot in Treland during 


the iniquities of Poyning’s Act in the days 
of Henry VII. ‘There were by that time 
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various reasonable excuses for terminating not 
a Uiscussion but .a lecture... . 

* Although’ the actual Craig-de Valera con- 
versations were bafren, a rope had been flung 
across the chasm. From that moment British 
Government agents in Ireland were upon 
occasion, through one chaunel or another, in 
touch with the Sinn Fein Headquarters,” 

Sir Neville Macready reported that all 
troops, aud their commanders, would need 
to be removed from the ‘* Irish atmos- 
phere’? and be replaced by fresh troops. 
This opinion was backed by Sir Henry 
Wilson: but reinforcement, not reliel, wis 
the policy of the Cabinet. Then came the 
famous speech of the King at the opening 
of the Northern Parliament, which has so 
recently been discussed in all its implica- 
tions in a Dublin newspaper, and it was 
quickly followed by a conference in 
London, at which Mr. de Valera met Sir 
James Craig and Mr. Lloyd George, and 
from that conference came the Truce of 


9th July, 1921. 
THE TRUCE AND THE ‘‘ TREATY.” 


‘The opening contact was... notable. 
On July 14th the first of several interviews 
took place between Mr. de Valera and Mr. 
Lloyd George in the Cabinet Room at 10 
Downing street. Mr. de Valera had him- 
self introduced with ceremony by ‘the 
representative of the Irish Republic in 
London (Mr. Art O’Brien).’ 

“The Prime Minister, never a 
artist than in the first moments of a fateful 
interview, received the Irish” chieftain 
cordially as a brother Cait” comments Mr. 
Churchill. ‘* Mr. de Valera was guarded and 
formal. He presented a lengthy document 
in the Trish language, and then for 
venience a translation in English. 

“he Prime Minister’s literary curiosicv 
was excited by its heading: ‘ Saorstat 
Kireann.’ ‘ Saorstat,’ he remarked, did not 
strike his ear as Irish. What was its literal 
translation? After a pause, Mr. de Valera 
rephed that literally it meant ‘Free State.’ 
“1 see,’ said the Prime Minister. ‘ Saorsiat 
means Free State: what then is your Irish 
word for Republic?’ 

“While the twe Irishmen were discussing 
together in English what answer they should 
give to this innocent question, the Prime 
Minister turned to Professor Thomas Jones, 
of the Cabinet Secretariat, and conversed 
with him in Welsh to the evident discomfi- 
ture of his English-speaking Sinn Fem 
visitors 

‘‘Eventually, as Mr. de Valera could get 
no further than that Saorstat meant Free 
State, the Prime Minister observed : ‘ Must 
we not admit that the Celts never were Re 
publicans and have no native word for such 
an idea? A long, embarrassed silence. 
followed ”’ 

so Mr. Lloyd “ literary 
curiosity ”” had a very important bearing 
upon the future government of Ireland. 

‘From the outset,” savs Mr. Churchill, “5 
became of the utmost importance to convince 
those who were now aecepied as the Trish 
leaders of the sincerity and good-will of tiie 
Imperial Government. The issue was toc 
vrave for bargaining and haggling. We stated 
from the very beginning all that we were 
prepared to give, and that in no circumstances 
could we go any further. 

“ We also made it clear that if our offer 
were accepted, we would without hesitation 
carry it through without regard to any 
political misfortune which might in conse- 
quence fall upon the Government or upon 
its leading members. On this basis, therefore, 
and in this spirit the long and critical] 
negotiations were conducted. 

“Mr. Griffith was a writer who had 
studied deeply European history and the 
polity cf States. He was a man of great 
firmness of character and of high integrity. 
He was that unusual figure—a rilent Irish- 
man; he hardly ever said a word. But no 
word that ever issued from his lips in my 
presence did he ever unsay. 

‘* Michael Collins had not. enjoyed the same 
advantages in education as his elder colleague. 
But he had elemental qualities and mother 
wit which were in many ways remarkable. 
He stood far nearer to the terrible incidents of 
the conflict than his leader. His prestige and 
influence with the extreme parties in Ireland 
for that reason were far higher, his diffi- 
culties in his own heart and with his 
associates were far greater. The other dele 
gutes were overshadowd by the two leaders. 

“Mr. Duggan, however, was a sober- 
minded, resolute man. In the background 
Mr, Erskine Childers, though not a deleyate, 
pressed extreme counsels.”’ 

The negotiations dragged along until en 
December 5th, “the Prime Minister 
stated bluntly that we could concede no 
more and debate no further. They must 
settle now; they nrust siyn the agreement 
for a Treaty in the form to which, after 
all these weeks it had attained, or else 
quit; and, further, that both sides would 
he free to resume whatever warlare they 
could wag@ against each other. 

‘The Ivishmen,’’ states Mr. Churchill. 
“gulped down the ultimatum phlegmatically. 
Mi Griffith said, speaking in his soft voice, 
and with his modest manner, ‘TO will 
the answer of the Imsh Delegates at nim 
to-night; but, Mr. Prime Minister. ° 
personally wall sign this agreement and will 
recommed it te my countrymen. ’ ‘Do J 
understand, Myr. Griffith,’ said Mr. Lleya 
(;eorge, “that though everyone else refusea 
vou wall nevertheless agree Lo sign ”” Yes. 
ihat is so, Mr. Prime Minister,’ replied this 
quiet little man of great beart and of great 
purpose.

£ tiene iced by “ inserting the feathers 
intc «ome +k, attached to a stick of some 
six inches long, to the other end of which 
affix a long string. The apparatus is then 
whisked round, when, after a few turns, 
the characteristic sound is produced. See 
that the outer web is so placed as to en- 
counter the resistance of the air, and that 
the feathers are fixed to the cork by a pin, 
so as to keep in position. ' 

At one time it was thought that only 
the males engaged in “drumming,’ but 
competent observers now agree that both 
sexes “ perform ” in this way. Further, 
some observers state that the sound may 
be heard outside the breeding season. 
While in the breeding season’ the 
‘“drumming’’ may be heard at almost 
any hour of the day, and even during the 
night; just about favourite 
time. Then T have known the sound to 
be mistaken for the nightjar’s song.

Many events supervened to make the 
Agreement look as if it were doomed to 
fail. The interminable discussions in the 
Dail, the armed risings of malcontents, 
the matter of an agreed election, and 
finally the affairs in Belfast.

None of the letters suggest that Mr.

In July Mr. Churchill wrote to Collins 
telling him “to take good care of 
himseif,’ but within a month both he and 
Grrifith were dead. From this to the 
Carnage, the bloodshed, and the executions 
Which have left an ‘ndelible impression 
on the Trish Free State. so that the effe: + 
are still dominating Trish politics, is | 
recent to within the “1 
Churebill’s revealing book.

Some alternative questions 
should be Ce. especially on knowledge of 
Shakespoare’s plays, as there is no prescribed 
course in literature. In questions based on 
the identification of quotations the Association 
considers that the poems quoted from (such 
as Matthew Arnold's ‘Scholar Gypsey’’) do 
not always conform with the Department's 
recommendation of narrative poetry of action, 
ballad poetry and simple lyrical poetry, A 
lope was expressed that the Government's 
sche~e for pensions for secondary teachers 
would soon be in operation; the scheme. it 
is believed, is bile is draited, aud although 
feared to be on a scale less generous than that 
lu England, it will be welcomed as a step it 
the right direction.

eent., was passed by 107 votes to 12 in 
Vail Eireann yesterday, it was clear that 
many deputies entertained misgivings as 
to the ultimate results of the new tariffs. 

On the Fianna Fail side Mr. Lemass 
expressed a fear that the ready-made 
clothing industry in Ireland would be 
adversely affected, while Mr. John Good, 
from the Independet benches, warned the 
Government of * sibility of retalia- 
tion from Great Another Inde- 
pendent deputy, Hanlon, declared 
that tariffs were © uothing but taxes,’ 
which would press on 75 per cent. of the 
people, . 

A short debate took place on the final 
stage of the bill which makes a knowledge 
of Irish compulsory upon the legal pro- 
iession. Major Cooper said that it was 
useless arguing against the measure, 
because it would certainly be passed by 
a large majority, two-thirds of whom did 
not know Irish and did not intend to 
learn it. The debate was adjourned. 

It was stated on behalf of the Govern- 
ment that the system of continuation 
education to be provided in the bill to be 
introduced this summer would be on a 
different basis from the evening schools 
now discontinued.

MR. LEMASS THINKS NEW 
TAX MAY KILL THE TRADE. 


On the report tage of the financial resolu. 


tions 

Mr. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin, South) 
said that the case of the ready-made clothing 
manufacturers did not appear to be adequately 
dealt with under the woollen tariff. The 
Tariff Commission claimed that the duty 
would not adversely affect the making-up 
trade, but a careful examination of the facts 
seemed to indicate that this conclusion was 
incorrect. Since the introduction of the 
woollen tariff in 1925 there had been a con- 
siderable development in the industry, and 
2,234 additional hands had been employed. 
There had been a reduction of about 70 per 
cent. in the value of the imports of boy’s 
and men’s suits since 1924. hand to 
him that the Tariff Commission had made a 
very serious miscalculation, and that by the 
imposition of the new duty they would be 
doing serious injury to an already-established 
and rapidly developing industry. 

The amount of ready-made clothing still im. 
ported proved that the existing tariff was not 
too high, and the question, was, consequently, 
whether or not the clothing the Irish ‘‘ready- 
made” firms required could be EN Nie or 
was likely to be supplied by the Irish manu- 
facturers in a r ‘sonable time. The cost of 
eutting, making and trimming in the Free 
State was somewhat higher than the British 
cost, due. pot to any difference in the rates of 
wages paid, but to the fact that the workers 
in the industry here were not yet as pro- 
ficient as the British workers. , 

As a proof that the Engiish ready-made 
clothing manufecturers were prepared to cut 
their prices in order to retain the Irish trade. 
he read a circular to that effect from an 
English firm to its Irish customers, stating 
that the cut of 5 per cent. would come into 
force on March Ist. 

According to the census of production the cloth 
used in the ready-made trade cost on an 
average 4s. 3d. per square vard. If the Saorstat 
millers could supply good cloth at this price 
there would be no justification for any arrange- 
ment permitting the ready-made clothing 
manufacturers to continue to import foreign 
cloth free. It appeared, however, that. 
although some Irish millers produced some 
cheap cloth. of better wearing quality than 
the imported British cloth, they had not beer 
manufacturing it in any quantity or variety. 
such as was required; nor did they appear to 
contemplate doing so. Consequently, unless 
provision was made to deal with the problem, 
it was likely that there would be a larg 
increase in the quantity of imported ‘‘ ready- 
mades ' in spite of the tariff. The new tariffs 
would, undoubtedly. help the woollen industry, 
but would destroy the ready-made industry. 

TWO SOLUTIONS. 

There were two solutions of the problem 
The first was to increase the price exemption 
limit, and the other was to increase stil! 
jurther the duty on ready-mades—the second 
course being preferable 

Quoting from figures, which stated that 
Irish export of cloth to England had in 
recent years declined by 30 per cent., and the 
exports to America had increased by 212 per 
cent., Mr. Lemags said that, if there was: to 
be a preferential rate, they should give it, in 
return for similar concessions, to the country. 
or countries, with which they hoped to do the 
inost profitable business 

Mr. J. GOOD (Inderendent, Dublin) said 
that when the financia! resolution was before 
the House on a previous oceasion he criticised 
the action of tle Minister and the Executive 
Council in launching a resolution of that 
character, without giving an opportunity of 
considering the report of the Commission. The 
Minister did not agree with that decision, and 
even Fianna Fail and Labour deputies did not 
agree with it. Then they were throwing 
bouquets at Minister, but now 
what the result? Fianna Fail was 
throwing bricks at the Minister, The 
dehate that day showed the necessity for 
great care in dealing with fiscal matters. 
Deputy Lemass had told them that in the 
Minister's effort to provide employment for 
one thousand persons in the clothing ind 'rw 
he had jeopardised employment for over three 
thousand in another branch of the industry 

Mr. LEMASS said that what he had st: ‘ed 
was that the failure of the Minister to in 
crease sufficiently the tariff on “‘ ready- 
mades ” would have that effect. 

DANGER OF RETALIATION. 

Mr. GOOD said that he was glad to see 
that in 1925—the last. year for which figures 
were available—mills in this country produced 
1,198,000 yards of cloth, and that of that total 
525,000 vards was exported. 

Hie had warned the Government on more 
than one occasion of the danger of retalia 
tion. On former occasions he had heard 
Ministers state that there was no danger “' 
retaliation following those tariffs. It. was 
a rather curious coincidence that, just as 
‘those resolutions were introduced, they read 
of an application having been made by the 
woollen manufacturers of Great Britain for 
the imposition of a tariff of thirty-three and 
a third per cent. on woollens imported into 
Great Britain. 

Over twenty-eight per cent. of the cloth ex- 
ported from this country went to Great 
Britain, and he wanted to know what would 
he the effect if these exports had to pay a 
tariff of thirty-three and a third per cent. 
He contended that it would have the effect of 
throwing one-third of the hands engaged in 
the industry out of employment, as well as 
jeopardising the position of those mentioned 
by Deputy Lemass as engaged in the ready- 
made clothing industry.

Mr. CARNEY (Fianna Fail, Donegal) re 
pudiated the suggestion that Fianna Fail 
deputies were © whule hog’ Protectionists, 
and said that they were Protectionists only in 
so far as Protection was going to benefit the 
country in a considered, calm way. ‘The 
Goverment policy was different. They put 
on tanffs where they were not wanted, and 
retused tarifis where they were wanted. They 
all knew the case of a dog that ate eggs. A 
nice-looking egy with a big dose of mustard 
in it was made up. ‘The dog tried to eat 
that exg: he was cured, and never ate an 
egg again (Laughter.) It seemed to him 
that the Government was making mustard 
eggs to sicken the people acainst tariffs. 

NOT A PARTY MATTER. 

Mr FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork Borough) 
said that 11 was perfectly obvious that this 
particwar tariff resolution presented a diffi- 
culty, and ne hoped the House would 
consider it, no a: a matter of con- 
troversy, im which men _ tried to 
score points over oile another, but as one in 
which men of all parties should help each 
other in solving the difficulty. He was 
thoroughly in favour of a _ woollen tariff 
wer ee, but woollen tariff per se, must now be 
so arranged or fitted into the system that it 
would not destroy the readymade clothing 
industry. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Pariiamentary Secre- 
tary for Posts and Telegraphs, said that the 
atttitude of the Farmers’ Party as regards 
tariffs in general, and as regards this par- 
ticular tariff had not been that of the doc- 
trinaire tree trader, but they recognised that 
the Government might have reasons other 
than purely economic reasons for imposing 
tarifis in the interests of the national ideals 
which they were endeavouring to live up to. 
He personally felt that, although this par- 
ticular tariff on woollens was possibly, if not 
probably, most justifiable, the Tariff Com- 
mission had not been able to form a mental 
conception of the future economic structure 
which they, as an instrument of the Govern- 
ment, were working to build up. 

Mr. T, DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that he did not believe that the farmers 
of Tipperary. were behind Mr, Heffernan in 
his attitude to the question. Mr. Heffernan 
was now accepting the tariff policy for fear 
that he might prejudice the Government 
under which he held office, although he had 
previously been opposed to tariffs. 


MINISTER’S HINT TO OPPOSITION. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 

said that he had read a statement recently 
from Deputy Goulding, that it was time a 
stop was put to this policy of ‘‘ whole-hog “ 
protection, and that. they should go slowly 
in the matter of tariffs. Fianna Fail’s policy 
of general Protection was being found out, 
and Deputies on the opposite side were begin- 
ming to react. Fianna Fail said that the 
tariff on ready-made clothing should be in- 
creased from 20 per cent. to io per cent., and 
the reason they wanted that incerease was to 
inake it possible for the ready-made clothier 
to charge from 25 per cent. to 29 per cent. 
extra. There was no use in those Deputies 
getting up and saying that they were ad- 
vocating the increase so as to enable him to 
charge Jess. 
_ It was essential that there should be more 
industries in the country, but he believed 
that this policy of general tariffs would not 
only kill the farmer, but would kil] the ideal 
of establishing other industries. It was 
foolish to rush into tariffs at the bidding cf 
people who had vested interests in them. 
Everyone knew that in this matter of tarifis 
it was a question of degree, and of doing the 
right thing at the right time, and no more, 

In every country there was a realisation 
that tariffs had to be approached very care- 
fully, because there were always strong vested 
interests in favour of tarifis who made money 
out of them. Jt was only in this country 
that they heard the cry that tariffs were 
patriotic. They were not patriotic; they 
were very often the opposite. He assured the 
Deputies opposite that a! would never pev- 
suade the majority of the people of the 
country to adopt a policy of general tarifts. 
They could not expect the farmer to adopt 
it at present, because no tariff could protect 
any article that the farmer produced. 

“ My final advice to Deputies opposite,’ 
the Minister concluded, “ is that the sooner 
they begin to hedge on this question th:v 
better, and when it comes to Ár ne I have 
the greatest confidence in them.'' 

BORDER RESIDENTS’ PLIGHT. 

Major MYLES (Independent, Donegal) said 
that ne represented farmers living slong the 
border, who were placed in a very awkward 
positon. They were compelled, owing to their 

graphical position, to sel] their goods in 

orthern Ireland; and their. competitors in 
Northern Ireland had many advantages over 
them, chiefly in tarifis. They had other 
advantages also. They bad cheaper rates. 
and they were promised a de-rating scheme 
which was eapected to work wonders, 
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them that an increased tax on ready-made 
clothing and a new tax on tweeds would not 
increase the cost of living they would no! 
agree, If tariffs resulted in new factories 
bei ii. ge biishad, they would be in the main 
in Dublin and one or two other towns, 
and the poor farmers of the West and South 
would be pushed further into the mire, 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that in 
his own constituency small farmers and 
labourers were in favour of tariffs, because 
they believed that they would lead to their 
children getting employment. 

Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said he had heard the argument used twice 
that night about finding sn Pome for the 
sons of smal! farmers and agricultural workers 
in the county. He questioned if those 
who spoke in that. strain represented 
any intelligent man in the country—labourer 
or small farmer. He thought the Govern- 
ment had done their duty with regard to the 
woollen industry. They still owed a duty to 
the people of the State. He suggested that 
some system should be adopted by which the 
general public should obtain information on 
what was the difference in prices in the Free 
State and on the other side of the Channel, 
He contended that there was a much wider 
margin than the margin of the tariff between 
the prices in the two countries 


MINISTERIAL REPLY. 
Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, reply- 
ing, said that Deputy Lemass had asked 
whether it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment thai [mperis! preference should be given 
in all cases, and he proceeded to say that if 
they were giving preference they ought to 
give preference, say, to America. In view of 
the British market, and in view particularly 
of the imposition of a safeguarding duty 'n 
England, he ihought that it was a wise step tu 
give Imperial preference here. Their attitude 
in regard to that matter in the past had been 
that they decided im each individual instance 
whether there was any advantage—whether it 
was desirable on the whole to give Imperial! 
preference or not. He thought that among 
the new tariffs which they had imposed there 
was provision for Imperial preference only in 
the confectionery tariff. All the other tariffs 
were flat rate tariffs. 
U.$.A, AND PREFERENCE, 

In this instance the Government proposed 
to accept the recommendations of the Tarifl 
Commission. It would be an entirely point- 
less thing to fix a preferential tariff in favour 
of the United States. It was true that they 
sold woollens to the United States, but the; 
did not buy woollens from the United States ; 
and if they were to give the United States 
preferential treatment and try to obtain in ex- 
change some concession from them, hie 
thought the reply of the United States would 
be: “Thank you for nothing.” They might 
very weli in a trade treaty with the United 
States arrange that they would give the 
United States a lower tarift in goods received 
from them in exchange for a similar conces- 
sion 

They imported a substantial quantity ol 
woollens from England and Scotland. It 
was quite probable that even a five per cent. 
preference woula be of advantage to the 
manufacturers ot woollen in those countries ; 
and he was quite satisfied that the giving of 
that advantage would assist their menulac- 
turers in marketing their good There. While 
they were likely to get, so far as it might 
apply to goods that they might export, the 
advantage of a preferential rate from Great 
Britain whether they gave it or Not, never: 
theless the question of atmosphere entered 
into the marketing ot . ods, and he thought 
that it would net ae th. best policy to neglect 
it 

‘RIDICULOUS SUGGESTION.” 

Deputies on the opposite side had argued 
that the proposed twenty _ cent. was not 
high enough for the maswufacturcrs of ready 
made clothing, and that if the resolutions 
went throug. in their present form, clothing 
factories were going to shut down. He dis- 
counted that entirely; he thought the sugges 
tion was ridiculous He was satisfied that the 
Tariff Commission, which had given a great 
deal of consideration to the problem of 
woollen tariffs, and the problems arising out 
of them during the last two years, had 
adequately considered this matter, and had 
been in a position to consider it much more 
carefully and adequately than deputies on the 
opposite benches, or in the Government 
benches, for that matter; and he would not 
he prepared to depart in the least from the 
Commissions recommendations, unless the 
Commission themselves were satisfied that 
there were some factors in connection with 
the matter wiict they had overlooked. 

MILLERS’ RECOMMENDATIONS, 

The clothing manufacturers. he understood, 
would make representations through the Ad- 
visory Committee which was organised some 
time ago in connection with that trade by 
the Department of Incustry and Commerce. 
When their representations came to hand it 
could be seen whether or not there were 
factors and facts which the Tariff Commise on 
had not considered. If there were such 
facts, perhaps they could ask the Tariff Com- 
mission to consider them specially. But he 
cerlainiy would not move from the twenty per 
cent. without having the views of the Tar... 
Commission on the matter. 

It was not right to assume that the clothing 
manufacturer would continue to import his 
cloth. It was quite likely that the clothing 
manufacturer would, in future, as the resnit 
of the woollen tariff, be able to obtain his 
cloth from some Saorstat manufacturer, who 
would take up the making of it. He took it 
that what the clothing manufacturers wanted 
was more than twenty per cent. tariff sf they 
could get it. There was not ‘the slightes' 
danger that employés in the clothing factory 
would be thrown out of employment. 

On a division, the financial resolution, 
which proposes a tariff. of 25 per cent. ou 
imported woollen and worsted goods and in- 
creases the tariff on imported “ ready mades "’ 
from fifteen to twenty per cent., was carried 
by 107 votes to 12. 


PATRIOTISM BY PROXY. 
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DEPUTIES WITHOUT IRISH 
SUPPORT COMPULSION. 

Mr. M. CONLON (Government, Roscom 
mon), on the final stage of the Legal Prac- 
tationers (Qualification) Bill, which makes a 
knowledge of Irish compulsory in the 
legal profession, said that the measure 
was introduced by him on the 12th 
of October, yet .nothing was done by 
the Incorporated Law Society until 
February 8th, when they called a meet- 
ing of their body on the subject. The state- 
ment that the legal profession did not wan 
the bill could not be proved, 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Government, 
Dublin County), said that it was useless 
arguing against the bill, because it would cer- 
tainly be passed by a large majority, two- 
thirds of whom did not know Irish, and did 
not intend to learn it, although they were 
trying to force it down the throats of ar 
important profession. There was no great 
enthusiasm for the bill on the part of the 
legal profession or the public, If there was 
to be an examination it should be genuine. 
and not a mere thing crammed up for the 
occasion, and forgotten soon after the exami 
nation was over. 

DANGERS OF THE BILL. 

The bill might result in a lower standard 
of legal education. If a future Chief Justice 
who was to be the deciding factor regarding 
a solicitor’s qualification in Irish, did not 
know Irish himself, was he to rely on some 
person whose name was pot in the bill? He 
feared that the consequence would be that 
when a Chief Justice was being appointed 
they would not look to the most a Ás; man, 
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or the man having the best legal Qualifica- 
tions, Lut instead for the man qualified to 
examine in Irish, allowing more important 
qualifications for the proper hclding of the 
great office to go by the board. 
PERPETUATING PARTITION. 

The bill was not urgent, and he believed 
that only time would achieve its designs. One 
of the worst evils that happened to this 
country was the voluntary partition of the 
legal profession. By passing this bill they 
would perpetuate that partition, and put up 
a barrier which would inevitably be difficult 
to surmount, The bill wag neseless, 'ause 
its objects could be achieved otherwise. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro') said that 
he hoped that the members of that House 
would again break down the divisions of 
party and go inte the one division lobby, as 
they did fore, when they voted 110 in 
favour to 15 against the bill. It was a 
division of the Irish people on one side and 
the anti-Irish on the other side. 

Progress was reported, and the debate was 
adjourned. 


CONTINUATION EDUCATION, 


Replying to Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway), 
Mr, BLYTHE (for the Minister for Educa- 
tion) said that he had carefully considered 
the matter of the evening . continuation 
schools in all its aspects, and that he did 
not feel, in existing circumstances, that the 
continued expenditure involved in the con- 
tinuance ot the grants after the ólst March 
could be justified. He was not prepared to 
continue the grants after that date.

The system of continuation education, for 
which he hoped to provide in the bill to be 


introduced in the summer, would be on a 
different basis from the evening schools now 
discontinued, 

On the metsion for the adjournment, Mr. 
FAHY again called attention to the matter. 
The total amount under the grant, he said, 
was something like £8,200, and he urged 
that its continuance u to the end 
of June would involve -the small sum of 
about £2,500. There were thirty-four centres, 
mostly in Dublin, and it was greatly in the 
interests of the pupils that the classes should 
be allowed to continue, They were worked 
with efficiency, and some of them had been 
described as “ highly efticient."’ 

Professor O'BULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, said that he was not anxious to 
decry the work done by these schools, but 
if they took the whole manner in which 
these schools, in the circumstances, had to 
be run, it would be seen that they neither 
fulfilled the function of taking on the 
neglected education of those attending nor 
did they fulfil the function of genuine con- 
tinuation classes. He felt that, in fairness to 
the taxpayer, they were not justified in con- 
tinuing these schools beyond the end of the 
financial year. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. to-day. 


NORTH DUBLIN 
ELECTION, 
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MEETINGS OF BOTH PARTIES, 

At an election meeting at Marino last night, 
Dr. O'Higgins. the Government Party candi- 
date, said that the quest.on of unemployment 
was being dealt with little by little, but there 
could be no prospect for the country without 
money, so the Government were doing all 
that they could do to attract manufacturers 
and others. If a period of unrest or un- 
easiness wes brought about, the moneyed 
people would lock their pockets. 

“In this city, continued Dr. O'Higgins, 
“you have heard of the pop of a gun here 
and there. You had decent, honest Dublin 
citizens shot at on their way home to their 
families, merely because they had the mis- 
fortune to be called into court as witnesses 
or jurors. A situation has arisen that cannot 
be dealt with by compromise, that cannot be 
dealt with by kid gloves.’’

Increase of capitation grant and the appli- 

cation of old age pensions and Insurance Act 
benefits to the maintenance of patients, as 
recommended by the Association gf Menta! 
Hospital Committees, were the subjects dis 
cussed at the bi-monthly meeting of the 
Financial Committee of the Grange 
govman Mental Hospital, whigh was. held 
vesterday, when a. conference took place 
with members of Dail Eireann’ representing 
the Grangegorman area.

licences, say, those of the bookmakers, He 
urged that the provisions of the Old Age 
Pensions Acts, which stopped the pension 
when the recipient became an inmate of a 
rate-aided institution, should be altered, and 
pointed out that in cases where patients 
were in receipt of National Health Insurance 
this amount, in some cases, was paid to their 
aseencente, and the institution got very little 
or it.

FATAL ACCIDENT AT 
“ RELIABILITY ” TRIAL. 
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VERDICT AT INOUEST ON LAW 
STUDENT. 

At an inquest which was held in the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on Dermod 
Nicholson (22), Lochair, County Cork, who 
died: last Monday from injuries received in a 
coli:sion between his motor bicycle and a 
motor car driven by Mr. E. J. Hart last 
Saturday, the jury returned a verdict that 
the deceased man had died last Monday from 
shock and hemorrhage, following fracture oi 
the femur, caused by accidentally colliding 
with a motor car driven by Mr. Edwin James 
Hart. They exonerated the driver from al! 
blame. They added a rider that the pro 
roters of trials should have men siaaed at 
dangerous points. 

Mr. T. Sherwood, 37 College Green, Dublin, 
identified the body. Mr. Nicholson was a Jaw 
student in Trinity College. 

Miss Ridgeway, who was: in the motor car, 
gave evidence that on last Saturday she was 
driving with Mr. Edwin Hart towards Boher 
nabreena. She saw a cyclist coming towards 
them; he was just up to them when she 
first saw him. They were not travelling fast. 
The cyclist was in the centre of the road 
Their car was right in on the left of the road. 
The car and the cyclist came into collision, 
the cyclist striking the front right mudguard ; 
he went on for nm twenty yards, and then 
fell. Their car stopped sise il iú after the 
collision, and they got out to help the cyclist, 

Mr. J. J. Shiels appeared on behalf of the 
Leinster Mctor Cycle Club, in whose 
“reliability ’’ trial for the Patland Cup Me 
Nicholson was competing at the time of the 
accident. 

Mr. Frederick Holmes gave evidence that 
the trial had solely to do with “ reliability ” ; 
the element of speed was nothing. It was a 
test of skill and the stand up of the machine 
in difficult conditions. The speed was twenty 
miles per hour between checks. There were 
nine checks. 

Mr. Edwin James Hart, 20 Vesey place, 
Kingstown, driver of the car, baving been 
duly cautioned, elected to give evidence. At 
about 4.15, as well as he could judge, he was 
driving towards Bohernabreena at a moderate 
rate of speed. Coming round the bend he 
saw a notor cyclist coming at a very fast 
pace. He struck the right front mudguard 
and continued for about twenty yards, Hie 
car was almost at a standstill when the 
collision occurred 

The Coroner (Dr. Byrne) said that it was 
a very lamentable case—a young man at the 
very beginning of his career meeting his 
death ‘n this way. The club reguiations put 
the speed of the trial at twenty miles per 
hour, and the competitors were checked at 
certain points of the road. When a com- 
og such as this was to take place the 
oca] authorities ought to be informed, and 
the superintendent of the Civic Guards oi 
the district notified, so that a Guard could be 
put at a place such as that where the accident 
occurred. He said that he failed to see how 
the driver of the car could be blamed. 

A verdict as stated was returned. 

At a Special Court which was held in 
Kilmainham yesterday before Mr. Egan, Peace 
Commissioner, Mr, Hart was charged with 
the manslaughter of Mr. Nicholson. 

The accused man was remanded to Rath- 
farnham District Court on bail of £50 and 
independent bail of £60. 
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iMme, Terey, widow. of the late Gabor 
Terey, former Curator of the National 
Museum Picture Gallery, was found hanging 
at her parents’ house in Freyburg, Germany. 
It is thought that Mme. Terey committed 
suicide under the influence of the nervous 
shock which she received on her husband's 


death in 1927, and from which she has ever 
since suffered,

BRITISH COINS. 


THE, AGREEMENT WITH 
THE FREE STATE, 


NEW HOUSING BILL 
SHORTLY. 
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Mr. MacENTEE (Fianna Fail, Dublin Co.) 
asked the Minister for Finance what were the 
arguments advanced by the British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in justification of the re- 
fusa] to take back at their face value all the 
British coins now in circulation in the 
Saorstat; did the Minister acknowledge tha 
validity of those arguments; and, arising out 
of the refusal, what agreement or agreements 
were subsequently entered into with the 
British Government for the repatriation (a) of 
the British silver coins, and (b) of the British 
bronze coins now in circulation in Saorstat 
Eireann. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he did not propose to 
set forth the arguments used during the 
negotiations in connection with the matter. 
Coins to the value of £150,000 would be re- 
turned before the end of April next, £60,000 
in April, 1970, and a similar sum each April 
thereafter until 1939. 

COST OF NEW GOINS. 

Answering further -questions by 
MacEntee, 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the total face value 
of coins ordered to date for issue under the 
Coinage Act, 1926, was £750,000. The coins 
were minted at the Royal Mint, London, and 
the total cost of the issue would be approx!- 
mately £2 . 000, exclusive of freight and in- 
surance. The actual bullion value of the 
silver employed in the manufacture of the 
silver coins would be approximately £210,000. 
It was not possible to give the bullion value 
of the other metals used for the manufacture 
of coins, as their cost was included in the 
charge for minting. The. total charge for 
minting, including the cost of metals other 
than silver, would be approximately £39,000. 
The total face value of the new coins issued 
up to the 28th ult. was £229,700. The balance 
of the coins would be issued as soon as 
possible. He thought it would be necessary 
to issue about £1.000,000. 

Mr. McENTEE—Is the real reason for not 
issuing the million’s worth the fact that the 
British Government has refused to redeem its 
currency at the face value? 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the decision abont 
the issue of £750,000 was made before any 
serious discussion had taken place with the 
British Government in regard to the matter, 

BRITISH SILVER IN CIRCULATION, 

Mr. McENTEE asked what estimates the 
Minister had made of the total face value 
and the actual bullion value, respectively, oí 
all the British silver coins (a) in present er. 
culation in Saorstat Eireann; (b) in the 
hands of the Currency Commission, and (c) 
in the hands of the. Minister, and or of any 
other person or agency on his behalf, or other- 
wise. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that reliable statistics 
were not available as to the amount of British 
silver at present in circulation in the Free 
State, but it had been conjectured that this 
amount might be about £1,500,000 in face 
value, this figure including such coins held 
in the banks. As regards the second part of 
the question, the present face value of the 
British silver coin held by the Currency 
Commission on the 28th February, 1929, was 
£230,300. No coin was held by any other 
agency or person on his (the Minister's) 
behalf. The 
silver coins in either of these categories could 
not be stated in the absence of accurate intor- 
mation as to the extent to which the conus 
involved were minted before or after the 
Coinage Act, 1920, 
McENTEE—Does the

SHANNON SCHEME COST,

Mr. DOLAN, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Industry and  Énarno said 
that. the total amount paid up to February 
Ist, 1929, to the contractors on the Shannon 
power development scheme was:—Civil con-

TOBACCO GROWING GRANT.

Mr, BLYTHE said that the amount of the 
grants authorised to be made out of the 
Development Fund for tobacco-growing ex- 
periments during 1914-23 was £70,000; not 
£75,000, as stated in the question. The Free 
State share of the Development Fund, paid 
over by the Development Commissioners 
after the change of Government, included 
£30,555 in respect of unexpended grants for 
these experiments, and this sum was paid 
into the Exchequer during the year 1926-27. 


TOWN TENANTS BILL. 

In answer to a question by Mr. E. 
COONEY (F.F., Dublin N.), 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that he had no precise informa- 
tion as to the extent to which decrees for 
possession were being obtained by landlords 
In anticipation of the proposed legislation 
dealing with town tenants. Retrospective 
legislation was in general very undesirable 
and very difficult, and he was not in a posi- 
tion at the moment to say to what extent, 
if any, it would be found desirable or expe- 
dient to introduce retrospective clauses into 
the Town Tenants Bill, which was in course 
of preparation. 


LANGUAGE LESSONS FROM 2RN., 
Replying to Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow), 
Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre 

tary to the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. 
said that in addition to lessons in Irish from 
the Dublin Broadcasting Station one lesson 
of fifteen minutes’ duration was given weekly 
in French, German, Italian, Spanish and 
Welsh. A fee of 10s. was paid to the teacher 
for each lesson.

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go 
vernment, told Mr. Corish (Lab., Wexford) 
that it was proposed to put proposals for 
legislation dealing with the housing problem 
before the Dail during the present session. 
He proposed to introduce them shortly. 
In reply to Mr. MULLINS (F.F., Cork. W.), 
Mr. MULCAHY said that proposals for 
legislation amending the Housing Acts on the 
lines indicated in recommendation 55 of the 
Gaeltacht Commission would be submitted to 
the Dail as soon as possible. The matter 
had been receiving the special consideration of 
an expert Inter-Departmental Committee.

As Father Finlay observes, 
like Finland adopted the Irish example 
and then: proceeded to logical develop- 
ments and to a consummation that still 
is but a pious dream in Ireland. Distri- 
butive co-operation was but partially 
successful in rural Ireland, although it 
thrives in Belfast—the one Irish city, it 
seems, where housewives count their half- 
pennics. Farmers who were slow to 
co-operate in the purchase and distribu- 
tion of goods, however, were more loyal 
to one another in co-operative production. 
The co-operative creameries flourished. 
Ultimately, the bulk of the Irish butter 
output came to be ‘produced on a 
co-operative basis, and recent Free State 
legislation has eliminated the privately- 
cwned creamery. Thus is completed the 
first stage of Irish agriculture’s progress 
towards the co-operative commonwealth. 
Father Finlay’s appeal is for a deter- 
mined advance towards the second stage.

** Wages.”’ 


What is the legal definition oí 
‘wages?’ We may suppose that the 
matter, as decided on Tuesday in the 
English Chancery Division, has a prospec 
tive interest for many worthy persons. 
An owner of a large estate died last year, 
and left to all his servants, who had 
been “with him for a certain time, bequests 
of “one year’s wages.” The action was 
taken by the Public Trustee, as trustee 
of the will, for a determination of the 
question whether these gifts of “ wages ”’ 
included various payments, perquisites or 
other benefits to which the servants were 
entitled during the testator’s life, or must 
be based on the actual cash wages which 
they had received. Seven servants, who 
claimed benefits in addition to cash 
wages, were made defendants to the 
action. The head gardener, for instance, 
had enjoyed a free houte, coal, butter, 
eggs, milk and other perquisites ; and the 
electrician, in addition to cash wages, had 
an allowance of £76 10s. a year for the 
rent and rates of a cottage. Counsel for 
the defendants cited the Truck Acts and 
contended that the word ‘‘ wages” ought 
to receive the general meaning of 
remuneration.

Mr. Peel’s Speech. 


Exactly one hundred yeazs ago Mr. Peel 
rose in the House of Commons to vindicate 
the Cabinet's proposals “with respect to 
the condition of Ireland and the civil 
disabilities affecting His Majesty's Roman 
Catholic subjects.” The scene is described 
in a passage from its issue of March 6th, 
1829, which The Times reproduced yester- 
day. Peel’s speech occupied twelve and a 
half unbroken columns of that issue. He 
rose at a few minutes past six and sat 
down at a quarter past ten, and. towards 
the close of his address he ‘‘ appeared to 
suffer from exhaustion.”” ‘‘ Throughout 
he was listened to with the most profound 
attention, and at times the cheers of 
applause from an immense majority of 
the house were so loud and continued as to 
be heard in Westminster-hall and the 
passages leading to the lobby.’’ This 
extract has a peculiar interest for Ireland 
in view of the coming centenary celebra- 
tions; and, incidentally, it reminds us 
how politics and journalism have changed 
in a hundred years. During that period 
the art of oratory has lost much import- 
ance and the public has become impatient 
of lony speeches. The popular Press now 
reduces its reports of parliamentary 
debates to a decent (or indeceyt) minimum, 
relieving their baldness with a lively 
‘sketch ” of the speakers’ trousers and 
ties. ' To-day even a critical Budget speech 
dares not occupy more than a couple of 
hours and cannot expect, from the average 
newspaper, more than :. couple of columns. 
In The Times, indeed—alone, or nearly 
alone, among British newspapers—the, old 
tradition of ample reporting survives. We 
note, however, that the parliamentary 
reporters’ yrievances are imperishable. In 
1829 Mr. Peel’s voice occasionally was so 
low ‘‘as to be but indistinctly heard in 
the gallery.”’ That piece of history 
repeats itself daily in the Dáil of 1929. 


THE PORTLAND VASE 
FOR SALE. 


TREASURE ONCE BROKEN BY 
LUNATIC, 


The Portland Vuse, the famous ancient 
Roman glass or cinerary urn, which has 
been on loan since 1810, is to leave the 
British Museum and be sold at Christie’s. 

In 1770 Sir William Hamilton, England's 
representative in Rome, obtained for one 
thousand guineas the vase, which had long 
been instailed in the Barberini Palace, and 
a few years later sold it to the then Duchess 
of Portland. It remained with the family 
only twenty-five years, for the fourth Duke 
of Portland, a member of the Royal Society 
and an eminent antiquary, placed the vase 
on loan at the British Museum. 

In 1845 the world was startled to hear 
that a mad scene painter had simashed the 
vase to fragments. Experts were called in 
and an effort made to unite the pieces. 
Theirs was skilful workmanship; but it was 
not possible to restore the vase to its 
original style. Since that sensational occur- 
rence the vase has been specially protected, 
and has been shown to the public in a 
special room. 

The vase was found in a sepulchral 
chamber at Monte del Grano, about three 
miles from Rome. The sepulchre was sup- 
posed to have been that of the Roman 
Emperor Alexander Severus (222-235) and 
his mother, Mammaea, and the vase was 
believed to have been the cimerary urn of 
the goyal personages. 

WEDGWOOD COPIES. 

A beautiful specimen of Greek art, the 
vase is in the form of an amphora, and is 
about ten inches high. Composed of dark 
blue glass, there are decorations cut in 
cameo style in an outer laver of opaque 
white glass. The vase is at present at the 
British Museum, and if it is not aequired 
for the nation it will be sold at Christie's 
early in May. 

When the Barberini vase first came to 
England it was put up for sale by auction. 
Josiah la “rs considering that many 
persons would be willing to pay a liberal 
price for a good copy, resolved to purchase it. 
He entered into spirited competition with the 
Duchess of Portland for its possession, until, 
his motive being ascertained, he was offered 
the loan of the vase for copying purposes if 
he would withdraw his opposition, This he 
did, and the Duchess of Portland becaine the 
purchaser at 1,800 guineas. It 1s stated that 
Wedgwood made and sold fifty copies at fifty 
guineas each, but that this price did not pay 
the actual cost of production. The vase has 
since been reproduced by the firm of Wedg- 
wood, but one of the original fifty copies 
would probably realise more at auction to-day 
than the Duchess paid for the original.

TIDE OF BATTLE 
TURNS. . 


FEDERAL VICTORY BY 
PROPAGANDA. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The tide of war in Mexico hss turned 
temporarily, at least, in favour of the 
Government. In the State of Vera Cruz 
-the Federal troops recaptured yesterday 
the important City of Orizaba, and to-day 
they gained a victory by propaganda when, 
influenced by copies of a Presidentia] pro- 
clamation dropped from aeroplanes, a 
battalion of soldiers in the City of Vera 
Cruz rebelled against their revolutionist 
commander, General Aguirre; and took 
over half the city. 

The rebels, about 3,000 in number, are 
reported to be falling back steadily 
towards the coast from inland points in 
Vera Cruz, pressed hy Federal forces, 
numbering altogether 7,000 men. 


MONTEREY RE-TAKEN. 

Federal troops, totalling 8,000 men, are 
converged upon Monterey, in Nuevo Leon, 
which the rebels captured on Monday, and 
General Escobar, the insurgent leader, 
who had only 2,000 men to oppose them, 
was defeated. 

A column commanded bv General 
Almazan, sent nerth from Mexico City, is 
reported to be well past San Luis de 
Potosi. 

Another from Tampico, under General 
Eulogio Ortiz, is awaiting General 
Almazan’s arrival at Monte Morelos, close 
to Monterey. Still another from Mata- 
moros Tamaulipas is marching south-west. 

A fourth from Nuevo Laredo, under 
General Serratos, is at Salinas Victoria, 
and General Meza, at the head of a fifth, 
is advancing from Coahuila to join 
General Serratos, 

The Governor of Baja California, whose 
Joyalty to the Government was in doubt, 
vesterday is reported to have attacked the 
insurgents at San Luis, on the border of 
his State and Sonora, and to have sent 250 
men to attack Nogales.

Where the Government forces have had 
a chance to strike they have undoubtedly 
dealt the revolution some hard blows. In 
the North, where the loyalists are still 
widely scattered and generally out- 
numbered, however, the revolutionists, 
temporary at least, are in the ascendant. 


A number of rebel successes are reported’ 


from different places in the North—from 
Guaymas, on the Gulf of Lower Cali- 
fornia, which was captured by the revolu- 
tionists, together with the Mexican war- 
ships in the harbour, to Eastern Sonoro, 
where isolated bodies of Federal troops 
have taken to the mountains. 

A fierce engagement between the 
Federal and Revolutionary forces is ex- 
pected for the possession of Juarez, oppo- 
site Fl Paso (Texas), across the American 


_ boundary. 


The city is feverishly excited. Machine 
guns are mounted at strategic points, 
and civilian volunteers are patrolling the 
streets.

THE POPE. 


ITALIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
GIFT. 


From Our Own Corresponvent. 
ROME, Wednesday. 

A Pontifical station is being constructed 
in the Vatican City by the Italian Govern- 
ment for the Pope, and two magnificent 
trains are being built on the model of the 
Royal State trains. The Pontifical station 
is near St. Peter’s. These new trains will 
be the finest de luce trains in the world. 

This State gift of trains will be ready 
in six months or earlier, and will consist 
of the same number of cars as the Royal 
train, with the addition of a car destined 
as a chapel, which will have upon its altar 
an authentic Madonna by Raphael. 

The first car will have a saloon with 
library and bedroom. Another car will be 
built with a second reception room and a 
diningroom. The second train will con- 
sist of a bed, Pullman and restaurant car; 
with space for the suite of Cardinals. 
There will be a car for kitchen and pro- 
visions, and a baggage-car. . 

The. interior of the cars will be draped 
with the richest of . cardinal-coloured 
damask, bearing the Pontifical arms, and 
will be electrically heated. 

1870, 
and js now a relic in the museum at the 
Castel St. Angelo.

Mr. John Good (Independent) twitted 
1.:, Lemass on his change of front, and 
said that the Fianna Fail Party, who were 
so ready to hand bouquets to the Minister 
last week for introducing the tariff, were 
now flinging bricks at him when they 
began to realise the reactions of the tariff.

Major Bryan Cooper did not agree that 
the English manufacturers were seeking 
retaliation, as their application had been 
made under the safeguarding of indus- 
tries six months ago. It was a great pity 
that the Tariff Commission could not im- 
pose fixed prices when. new tariffs were 
being introduced. 


A WOOLLY DEBATE. 


The debate dragged along in a gradually 
thinning House—for a long period there 
were not more than a dozen members 
present—and .one member after another 
took up the tale of the ready-made 
clothing industry which had developed 
under the duty imposed on wearing 
apparel imposed in 1925, and was now 
threatened with serious injury because of 
the new tariff on woollens, 

Mr. O’Hanlon, Independent, of Cavan, 
got at the truth of the matter when he 
said that what had occurred in regard to 
this new tariff proved the danger cf inter- 
fering with economic conditions by the 
introduction of tariffs in a hasty manner. 

Mr. Frank Carney repudiated the sug- 
gestion that Fianna Fail deputies were 
whole-hoyg protectionists. They were pro- 
tectionists only in so far as protection was 
voing to benefit the country, but the 
Government put on tariffs where they 
were not wanted, and refused them where 
they were wanted. ‘Phey. reminded him 
of the dog which lad the habit of eating 
eggs.

THE COLLISION. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
The London,.. Midland..and Scottish. 


Railway Company, in a communiqué 
issued last evening, stated that at 2.50 
p.m. thé 2.15 p.m. rail motor train from 
Radcliffe, when entering Bolton. Station, 
came into contact with the rear of the 
2.10 p.m. Manchester to Preston train 
which was standing at the. platform. 
There were minor ‘injuries to . fifteen 
passengers, four of whom were sent to the 
infirmary, and two detained. Only slight. 
damage was done to the rear vehicles of 
the Preston train, and the* vacuum, pipe 
had to be changed before the. train left 
after fifteen. minutes’ delay. The two 
passengers detained in hospital were :— 

Mrs. Groves, of arrow, suffering 
injuries to the head, and from shock. 

Mr. J. Meggitt, of Manchester, suffer- 
ing from injuries to the ribs. ,

Most of the injured persons were in the 
Radcliffe. motor áin, which Was erowded 
“with visitors “for the Cup tie match between 
Bolton and Blackburn.

I ACCOUNT OF EYE-WITNESS. 


was given. by an eye-witness :—

was still drawn up in the station, and we 
saw the local train. approaching at- a slow 
pace, the driver obviously intending to pull 
up just outside, until the platform should 
have been cleared. To our alarm, we saw 
that the driver was apparently experiencing 
difficulty with the brakes and the train was 
not stopping. 

‘14 was all over in a flash. - Befofe auy- 
one had Jad time to cry out a warning the 
impact had come, jolting the 'rear of the 
Preston’ train violently and smashing the 
windows of the colliding vehicle. After the 
first cries of alarm all the passengers be- 
haved with absolute calm. A number of 
passengers: from the front tra#¥-yamped out 
to see if they could be of any assistance, 
but the injured people were at once taken 
to the tnfirmary, and the Preston train was 
able to. proceed, It. was found that the 
local train was unable to return to Bolton, 
and it was backed into a siding.” 


EXPRESS TRAIN IN COLLISION. 

When two. miles outside ef Goole last night 
the 5.35 p.m. London express train for Hull 
colided with the rear of a goods train which 
was. passing over the points. . The passenget's 
in a well-filled train were greatly slanaadl by 
the force of the coneussion, which threw them 
about, but as far as can: be ascertained no 
one was injured. . The guard of the goods 
train, warned of the danger, leaped from the 
van dawn ‘the side’ of án embankment, and 
escaped injury. . The. wagons at the, rear: of 
the goods train and the van were smashed, 
and the engine of the passenger train mounted 
the damaged trucks, : 

The train was due to reach Hull at 9.56 
pam., but % was 12.15 am. before the pas- 
sengers teached their destination, and all 
who were spoken to by a Press Association 
reporter expressed the opinion that they had 
nad a Providential escape. 

From what could be gathered at Hull, the 
gouds train was béing shunted to cllow the 
express to pass. The aecident. occurred near 
a jlace known as the Dutch River, at which 
peint the embankment ‘rises some twenty 
feet, and further on is a bridge which spans 
the London, Midland and Scottish Railway. 


DERAILED. TRUCKS. 

The accident on .ihe Somerset and Dorset 
line occurred: near Blandford;- Dorset, when 
the coupling on.a goods train broke. Half a 
dozen trucks were derailed and smashed, and 
were piled up to:the roof of the bridge carry- 
ing the main road. from Blandford to Beurne- 
mouth. There were no personal injuries. 

The bridge-was damaged, and tons of coal 
and tar macadam were. scattered over .the 
permanent way. Both lines were blocked for 
some time. A passenger train was approach 
ing at the time of the .aceident,. but it was 
stopped in the nick of time. The accident 
oecurred at the centre of a curve, in a deep

After ieviewing the earlier work of the 
l:ish Agricultural Organisation Society in the 
organisation of creameries, the statement 
proceeds :+Co-operation for butter production 
has now attained substantial development in 
this country... From the earliest days of the 
©o-operative movement, however, co-operation 
for production was regarded as- merely a 
first step; the second step, the establishment 
oi a central marketing organisation, was 
held to be essential to complete the scheme 
which had been in the minds of the founders 
of the movement. from the beginning.

In that limited 
field of enterprise they have no greater

| ESSENTIALS OF MARKETING. 

It is otherwise when these creameries 
attempt to market their produce ‘ndividualls 
in competition with the highly-organised 
selling agencies of other epuntfies which, by 
verfecting their business methods, have won 
a commanding place in the markets, and are 
prepared to make great sacrifices to retain it. 
In the successful marketing of any commodity 
it is essential that in the first place the 
commodity should be of standard quality. 
and that standard must be not only high, 
but must also be consistently maintained. To 
promote this technical efficiency is primarily 
the work of the Department of Agriculture; 
the I.A.0.8, could do no more than advocate 
it hoth in season and out of season. 

To market’ the product effectively, rega- 
larity of supply must be assured to the trade. 
New outlets must be sought, and everv 
modern device of large-scale commerce musi 
be employed to advertise the product, so as 
to bring it under the notice of the consumer. 
In this eónnection it is of interest. to note 
that dams year the New Zealand dairy farmers 
spent tome £2°.900-in advertising their dairy 
products in Britain, and in the same year a 
somewhat larger amount was expended for a 
like purpose by the Australian Dairy Preduce 
Board. These are examples of essential ser- 
vices to the indus! n only be 
rendered by a natiora! orzanisction. 

BARGAINING FOYWER. 

Further, in marketing any agricultural 
commodity goodwill has to be established by 
providing an efficiently . organised . service 
dealing with a standarised article and con- 
trolling such an amount of the commodity 
as will give to the associated -producers real 
bargaining: power. _ Such an organisation 
feeds the various markets with what they can 
absorb, and exercisees a real measure of 
control in fixing the price.

OVER TWO MILLIONS 
SPENT LAST YEAR. 
. ————— -— 


Councillor E, Walsh; the ‘Mayor, presided 
on Tuesday night at & largely attended meet- 
ing in the Town Hall, Waterford, to take 
steps towards the development of tourist 
traffic im the City and County of Waterford. 
The Corporation, the Chamber. of Commerce, 
and the Harbour Conimissioners: were repre- 
sented in the attendance. - 

THE TOURIST’S MONEY. 

Mr. Je P. O’Brien, Secretary of the Irish 
Tourist. Association, in the course of a state- 
met on the value of the tourist traffic, said 
that a conservative estimate put the value of 
last year’s tourist traffi¢ in Ireland at two and 
a half millions, and they had every reason to 
believe that in 1929 it would be worth at least 
three millions. 

Dealing with the necessity for publicity, he 
Said that all that they had to spend in the 
Free State on publicity and administration 
charges was £10 000 a year, while in Great 
Britain they spent -' 620,000 on 
alone. 

Up to the present, he said, Government 
recognition had not been given in thé form 
of a substantial grant-in-aid, and they could 
only look to the future for it; but, pending 
that, their main source of revenue was public 
bodies, and he was glad that the Waterford 
Corporation and the County Council had sub- 
scribed to the Association’s publicity fund, 
Only ten per cent. of the fund was set aside 
for administration expenses; the rest was 
spent in publicity. 

BEST FORM OF ADVERTISING. . 

Waterford, he said, was not getting its 
share of the tourist traffic, because other dis- 
tricts took a greater interest in the develop- 
ments of the traffic. Waterford was the 
naturai stopping place for people coming from 
Rosslare, which itself was the second biggest 
landing port from Great Britain, and Water- 
ford had. as its suburb Tramore, one of the 
pest developed seasioe resorts in Ireland. 

Of ali forms of publicity, newspaper adver- 
tising was the most effective, but it was not 
everything. Every little incident that made 
for publicity should be seized. 

THE NEW COMMITTEE.

FARM BOYS’ DEATHS. 
há 
LEITRIM COUNCIL’S ACTION. 

Mr. Ben Maguire, a Fianna Fail member 
of the Dail, at a meeting of the Leitrim 
County Council yesterday, referred to the re- 
cent deaths of two boys hired out to County 
Leitrim farmers from English orphanages, 
There was widespread publicity given in the 
foreign and home Press, he said, as to the 
manner in which these boys died, and in- 
sinuations and allegations were made which, 
if true, were a blot on Leitrim, This matter 
had been broadcast, and extreme cruelty and 
hardship had been alleged as the causes 
which led to their deaths. The County 
Council of Leitrim wished, in justice to all, to 
have the matter fully investigated, and, 
accordingly, he moved that the responsible 
authority, the Leitrim Board of Health, go 
into the charges fully, and that all the points, 
for and against, be published. 

In view of the insinuations made, it was 
clear that there was no other eourse open to 
the Leitrim County Council or the Board of 
Health. 

It was stated by the Secretary, Mr. Doyle, 
that the particulars of the deaths of the two 
hovs would be investigated at the meeting of 
the Leitrim Board of Health, and Mr. 
Maguire’s motion to have it carried out was 
passed unanimously. 


FISHING ON LOUGH DERG 


THE EFFECT OF THE CROSS- 
LINE. 


At the Killaloe Courthouse yesterday, an 
inquiry was held into the necessity for re- 
voking or varying the existing by-laws or 
making new by-laws for the protection of the 
salmon and trout fisheries of Lough Derg. The 
inquiry was held at the instance of the 
Minister for Fisheries on a resolution received 
by the Lough Derg Preservation Society. The 
inspectors were Messrs. E. Green, Chief 
Inspector, and FR. Southern, Assistant 
Inspector, 

Mr. ©. Phelps, K.C, (instructed by Mr. 
James 'I, Kearns, Portumna), appeared for 
the Fishery Reservation Society; Mr. S. 
MacCurtain, solicitor, Nenagh, for the cross- 
line fishermen; Mr. Tynan, solicitor, Lime- 
rick, for the Lower Shannon fishermen, and 
Mr. Burke, solicitor, Limerick, for Mr. A. 
Mackey, Castleconnel]. - 

THE SOCIETY'S CASE. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., in opening the case for 
the Society, stated that it was formed’ for 
the protection of trout-fishing on the lake. 
It was now in a flourishing condition, and 
hoped to make Lough Derg a national asset. 
The Soviety was of the opinion that cross- 
line fishing was iniurious to the fisheries. 
Cross-line fishing was abolished on Lough 
Conn and Lough Mask, and on the Corrib, 
and as a result those lakes were now in a 
very flourishing state, being alive with fish. 
The attitude of the Society was not directed 
against the local fishermen, and it was pre- 
pared to spend a great deal of money in 


| developing the fishing industry in the lake. 


Unless cross-line fishing ceased the Society 
would not proceed t spend the money, as 
many anglers had complained that the de- 
crease in trout-fishing during the dapping 
season was certainly due to the cross-line 
fishing, and would not subscribe to the 
Association if it was allowed to continue. 
He refuted the idea that dispensing with 
the cross-line woud affect the fishermen, 
as those fishermen would be employed in 
trout fishing for a much longer period. The 
injury done by the croes-line was not so 
much the catches as the fish that it frightened 
away. 

Evidence was then taken from a number of 
witnesses as to the efiect of cross-line fishin 
on the lake. While some of them Boonies 
that. cross-line fishing was injurious, others 
expressed the opinion that the stopping of it 
would lead to an increase of pike in the lake.

TWO MILES AN HOUR, 
ROYAL PARTY DELAYED BY 
WEATHER, 


rom ReuTer’s COnnRERPONDENT. 


COPENHAGEN, Wednesday. 

The King and Queen of Denmark have 
arrived back in the country from abroad. 
The!r Majesties experienced many difficulties 
during the fatter part of their journey: They 
started from Warnemuende, on the Germar 
Baltic coast. by the ferry Danmark, at one 
p.m. yesterday afternoon, and it took them 
fil] one o'clock this merning to do the 25 
miles. to.

IWOMAN WHO POSED 
AS CAPTAIN. 


PLAYED GRICKET AND 
HUNTED. 


HOW, PEOPLE WERE 
DECEIVED, 


- 


Further detalis in the hfe of ‘ Captain 
Barker,” who, it was discovered in London 
& few days ago, was a woman, were revealed 
yesterday, when it was learned that “he 
had been a playing member of a local cricket 
club at Andover, and also, when living at 
Weyhill, had joined the Tidworth Hunt. At 
Andover “Captain Barker,” or ‘‘ Colonel 
Barker,’ as “he” was variously known, 
succeeded in convincing almost every one ol 
the townspeople that ‘‘he’’ was a man, and 
a distinguished soldier. In the early summer 
of 1924 “he” arrived in the town to take 
over an antique furniture shop in East street, 
and, according to the townspeople, “he 
was accompanied by a woman, who passed 
as Mas. Barker. 

Mr. Jack Bevan, secretary of the local 
cricket club, yesterday told a Press Associa- 
tion reporter how ‘‘Captain Barker ' applied 
for membership of the club soon after “he 
arrived in - Andover. ““He' was known 
locally as Captain Sir Victor Barker,”’ said 

Bevan. ‘‘ ‘He’ seemed to me when I 
saw ‘him’ to be quite a 
chap, but rather 
‘He’ used to practise regularly, and even 
turned out for us once or twice im minor 
matches, but ‘he’ was never any real good, 
and used to bow! and throw in a funny way, 
just like a girl. When I commented on the 
fact to “him. ‘he’ only laughed, but | 
noticed that afterwards ‘he’ confined himself 
to the wicket. 


A DOCTOR'S SUSPICION. 

“ AL the time I simply put that down to 
the embarrassment which would be natural 
to any man when told he threw like a girl. 
My suspicions were never aroused, but Dr. 
Farr, our President, said to me one night-- 
“I don’t think “he's” a man at all. I think 
'“he's” a woman.’ Of course, J pooh-poohed 
the idea. if seemed so extraordinary; but 
later we heard that ‘he’ had been detected 
as a woman in France, so that the present 
revelation has not come as a surprise. * He’ 
staved in Andover abort two years in all. 
and then left as suddenly as ‘he’ arrived. 
We all thought ‘he’ had been at Mons, and 
had been decorated for war services.” 


‘OUT WITH THE HUNT.” 

After leaving Andover ‘* Captain Barker ”’ 
moved to WeyhiJi, where ‘‘ he” joined the 
Tidworth Hunt. Mr. W. J. Yorke Scarlett, 
M.F.H., said to a Press Association reporter 
last night. “ ‘ He’ often rode with us during 
the time ‘he’ were here, up to tliree years 
ago. We noticed that ‘he’ rode very badly, 
but ‘he’ explained that that was due to 
shrapnel wounds received during the war. 
‘ His’ war experiences were a frequent topic 
of conversation with ‘him.’ We all thought 
“him "a very queer sort of man, and towards 
the end of ‘his’ stay here the view was 
commonly expressed that ‘Captain Barker’ 
was really a woman. ‘He’ suddenly dis- 
appeared, and | have never heard of ‘him’ 
since. 

IN LONDON. 

Mr. J. W. Thomas, who was manager of 
the house in Hertford street, Mayfair, Lon- 
don, in which ‘‘ Captain Barker” had a 
flat, yesterday discussed the case with a 
Press Association reporter. ‘‘ At first,” he 
said, “ I had my suspicions that the Major, 
as ‘he’ called himself, was not a man, but 
as ‘he’ used to allow me to go into ‘his’ 
room without knocking, and as I had on 
occasions acted as valet to ‘him,’ my sus- 
picions seemed without ground, and I dis- 
missed them from my mind. Another ground 
for my suspicions was that ‘his’ exploits 
of the war, according to my own experience, 
were not in order, but as “he ' ‘was a member 
of the Mons; Club, and actually tried to 
found a new branch of the club by giving 
a dinner in Hertford street, that again put 
my suspicions to rest, and I accepted ‘him’ 
for what he pretended to be. 

“ After I feft Hertford street I looked up 
the Army List as far back as 1914, and 
could find no trace of “him.” As J had 
left the post, however, I Jet the matter 
drop. ‘He’ left somewhere about August. 
In ‘his’ manner of spinning yarns and taking 
refreshment ‘he’ acted in real Army style. 

“A funny thing which nearly gave the 
show away, added Mr. Thomas, ‘*‘ was the 
manner in which the ‘Major’ went to Buck 
ingham Ealace, as ‘he’ said, to receive the 
O.B.E. ‘ He’ returned, saying that the 
King had given ‘him’ a pair of cufi-links, 
as ‘he’ had refused the 0.B.E.” One day, 
Mr. Thomas added, Barker told him that 
the War Office had raised “ him ” to the rank 
of Colonel, and “he” dressed accordingly. 
Tradespeople state that the “ Colonel ” gene- 
rally wore plus fours when '“he” went out 
shopping, and “he” had an Alsatian dog 
which “he” called ‘ Darling.” 


CONSPIRACY TO ROB.

A COUNTY CLARE CASE. 

Before Judge E. J. MecElligott, K.C., at 
the Ennis Circuit Court on Tuesday, Edward 
Twomey, John O'Neill and John Hogan were 
charged with conspiring to.rcb Detective- 
Officer Looby of his revolver, and also to 
rob a German foreman at Ardataggle, near 
O’Brien’s Bridge. | 

Evidence was given that a man named 
Coghlan had given information to the Guards 
leading to the arrest of the three accused, 
who admitted the charges after arrest and 
caution. The accused stated on oath that 
Coghlan had discussed the crime with them, 
and when asked would he go on “the 
stunt ’’ replied: “I am your man.” 

Coghlan himself admitted in evidence that 
he had had a private conversation with 
O'Neill relative to the breaking into a house 
from which some rings and things had been 
stolen. 

The Judge remarked that Coghlan was 
one of the most degrading and disgusting 
types of humanity that had come before him 
during the four and a half years he had 
sat on the Bench. 

The jury brenght in a verdict of guilty, 
and recommended the accused to mercy: as 
they believed that Coghlan was the insti- 
gator of the crime. 

A sentence of one month's imprisonment 
with hard labour was passed on O'Neill 
and Twomey. Hogan, being only eighteen 
years of age, was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment, not to take effect if he kept 
of good behaviour for two years,

THE NEW NORTHERN 
ELECTION BILL. 


DENOUNCED BY THE 
OPPOSITION, 


In the’ debate upon the second reading of 
the Redistribution of Seats Bill in the 
Northern Parliament yesterday, 

Mr. Devlin said that it was a strange thing 
for the Prime Minister to quote Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and the late Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins 
against proportional representation, yet he did 
not quote Mr. Amery or Lord Birkenhead in 
favour of proportional representation, Presi- 
dent Cosgrave had stated that proportional 
representation had worked out patisfectonay 
enough, He (Mr. Devlin) did not know muc 
about affairs in Southern Ireland, but there 
was a small minority there—a Protestant 
minority, if he might put it that way. The 
previous day he said that the minority was 
fourteen per cent. of the population, but the 
Jrish Timea that day said that the minority 
was seven per cent, 

Captain Dixon—It was fourteen per cent, 
when the Free State was set up. 

Mr. Devlin—You were included in that 
fourteen per cent., but you came North, and 
I might say it has paid some of the minor'ty 
well to leave Southern Ireland. I would leave 
Northern Ireland myself if I got the same 
compensation as those who went across the 
water. : 

This minority in the South, he proceeded. 
exercised a powerful influence, not only in 
legislative, but administrative affairs. It was 
by proportional representation that they got 
representation. {is complaint was that, 
while this treatment was accorded to seven 
per cent. in Southern Ireland, they in the 
North, who were thirty-three and a half pe! 
cent. of the population, were treated as ‘f 
they did not exist at all. 

In the South, when the Senate was set up, 
he believed that half of the seats were giver 
to men belonging to the old Unionist Party 
men of character and position, landlords 
and leading merchants. In the Northern 
Senate there was not a single Catholic re- 
presentative, although there were many men 
of equal capacity to those in the Senate. 

The Prime Minister—May I again point 
out that when this Parliament was set up 
no Roman Catholic came in here? If they 
had they would have had the right to elect 
representatives to the Senate. It was 
entirely their own fault, and we had nothing 
whatever to.do with it. 

Mr. Devlin—I am not talking about that. 
These two Senates were nominated. 

Mr. Devlin was proceeding to refer to 
an incident at the last Senate election when 
the Speaker intervened and said that he 
was entirely responsible, and at the time 
accepted responsibility. The constitution of 
the Northern and Southern Senates did not 
come within the scope of this bill, 

Continuing, Mr. Devlin said that in that 
House proportional representation found its 
best vindication, and yet when the com- 
munity was in a perilous economic condition 
they were trying to rouse old passions. As 
a result of the jerrymandering of the local 
beards, the Unionists were boasting that 
they had control of every local board, except 
two. He moved the rejection of the bill, 


LABOUR'S COMPLAINT. 

Mr. Kyle (Lab.), seconding the rejection of 
the bill, declared that the Government were 
actuated by the meanest of pasty motives, 
and with unadulterated brutality they were 
setting out to crush ruthlessly any minority 
they could crush. 

He complained that at many polling places 
in Belfast persons who come to vote Labour 
were jostled by persons at the entrance to 
the polling places. There was no such thing 
as fair play. On one occasion a grand jury 
of the City of Belfast returned “ no bill '” in 
the case of a number of persons arrested for 
personation at the instance of the Labour 
Partv agent, without examining the agents 
as witnesses. When the bill came down to 
court the agent protested to the Crown 
Solicitor, and he was informed that it stated 
on the hack of the bill that the agent had 
been examined by the grand jury. The 
Crown brought the matter heíore the 
Attorney-General, now Lord Justice Best, 
who had the matter again broucht hefore the 
grand jury, and on this occasion the agent 
was examined and a true bill was returned, 
That was the kind of thing the Lahour Party 
had to contend with in Northern Ireland, - 


PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY'S 
VIEW, 
Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., Parliamentary 


Secretary to the Ministry of Education, said 
that he had been a member of the Pro- 
portional Representation Society, but he had 
changed his mind. He believed that pro- 
portional representation vastly increased the 
power of caucuses and diminished the power 
of independents. It was also responsible 
for the notorious increase in personation. He 
also found that the connection between a 
inember and his constituency was largely dis- 
— because the constituencies were se 
arge. 

Mr, Thomas Henderson (Independent) 
declared that under proportional representa- 
tion they had a purer and less corrupt Cor- 
poration in Belfast. The housing scandal did 
not arise until proportional representation 
was abolished for Local Government hodies. 

Mr. Harbison (Nationalist) asserted that 
the bill was a violation of Clause 5 of the 
Act of 1920. 

THE CASE OF COUNTY ANTRIM. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) said that 
the Nationalists had 25 per cent. of the 
electors in County Antrim, but under the 
new bill the County Antrim Nationalists 
would not be able to return one member. as 
they did under proportional representation.

THE ‘‘ DRUMMING” SNIPE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
a ee by the interest which 

ntly excites, I venture on 
a few more words, and 1 gladly acce 
responsibility for having in my letter of 
26th ult. referred to the snipe’s bleating or 
drumming performance as the ““love-song "’ 
of the bird that produces it. In doing s0, 
I did not mean for a moment to dispute 
the now commonly accepted opinion that the 
sound is produced by the air rushing through 
the outermost tail-feathers; for nearly all 
ornithologists are agreed on this, though 
there are differences among them as to 
whether the stiff wing-feathers may not con- 
tribute towards the effect, and I am much 
interested in seeing that Mr. Ellison {agree- 
ing in this point with Mr. A. Coward) 
seems to think that they do. The late 
Howard Saunders, indeed, in his ‘‘ Manual,” 
wrote of the sound as “chiefly due to the 
action of the wings, slightly assisted by the 
expanded tail-feathers.”” ‘This was written 
in 1889, since which time observers generally 
have given more credit to the tail, and less 
to the wings, of the ‘aerial kid.” 
Dr. Luce apparently thinks it ingorrect to 
speak of such a performance as a '' song,- 
and it is on this point that 1 wish to join 
issue with him. The highest authorities on 
bird-lore have given sauction to the view 
that every sound made by a bird under the 
influence of seasonal and sexual excitement, 
whether with the object of enchanting a 
mate or of challenging or warning off a 
rival (and the snipe undoubtedly drums with 
both these purposes), is to be scientifically 
regarded as that bird’s song. The question 
how it is produced does not matter. “It 
is impossible,” says Profesor Alfred Newton 
in his great “ Dictionary of Birds,” ‘to 
draw any but an arbitrary line between the 
deep booming of the emu, the harsh cry of 
the guillemot, the wail of the lapwing, the 
melodious whistle of the wigeon, * the cock’s 
shrill clarion, the cuckvo’s "wandering 
voice,’ the scream of the eagle, the hoot of 
the owl, the solemn chime ot the blackbird, 
the chaffinch’s joyous burst, or the harsh 
croak of the raven, on the one hand, and 
the bleating of the snipe or the drumming 
of the ruffed grouse on the other. In many 
birds the sounds are due to a combination of 
vocal and instrumental powers, or, as in 
the cases last mentioned, to the latter only.” 
From this explicit statement it quite 
clearly appears that Professor Newton enter- 
tuined no doubt whatever as to the snipe’s 
music being purely instrumental, and that he 

was equally emphatic in pronouncing it a 
true “‘love-song.”’ I think I need yo no 
further than to this pronouncement for my 
justification in using this criticised phrase. 
1 admit that the word “' voice ’’—which, 
however, 1 do not think I used—would have 
to be understood in a somewhat elastic 
sense; but, of course, Mr. Ellison had made 
it perfectly plain, in his first communication 
on the subject that he did not regard the 
music as strictly vocal. Let me add that we 
have just reached the season when it should 
begin to be regularly heard.—Yours, etc.,

Sik.—The drumming sound produced by 
the snipe during the breeding season is, Í 
think, without doubt made by the feathers 
oi ihe bird, A snipe, when flushed from its 
nest, almost immediately mounts to a great 
height, but the drumming sound is not heard 
until the bird bezins to fiy round and round 
aml dive and mount with great rapidity. 
Many birds make strange sounds with their 
wings. The night jar, or goat-sucker of 
British Columbia, dives with great speed 
almost perpendicularly from a height of about 
100 feet tu capture a moth, and produces a 
ioud noise like the tearing of calico, accom- 
panied by a humming sound. During the 
brecding season the blue grouse, which builds 
its nest at the foot of a pine tree in a 
mountain forest, makes a noise which can 
easily be heard half a mile away, and is very 
similar to that produced by a Ford car when 
it has just been cranked. This noise is, 
believe, produced by the male bird’s beating 
h:s wings together when on the ground. . 
The humming bird, which is probably the 
smallest of all birds, can also produce a very 
respectable “ buzz "’ when he makes a sudden 
dive in pursuit of a fly. I have also heard 
swans, when flying, producing a sound as if 
their wing joints required giling.—Yours, etc.,

I hereby further agree to have this agree- 
ment read in open court in connection 
with the proceedings now pending in the 
Dublin District Court. 

Mr. Bewley said that, in view of the under- 
taking, he would ask his worship to formally 
adjourn generally or stay all the summonses. 


INTEREST IN THE CASE, 

Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., for Mr. Duggan, 
said that it would be idle to pretend the 
case had not aroused widespread interest 
and curiosity in every town and village im 
Ireland, and he thought he was safe in 
assuming that the outcome had been eagerly 
awaited, and that the termination of the pro- 
ceedings which had been arrived at would be 
received with general satisfaction. His client 
had for a great number of years occupied 
a position which might be claimed to be 
unique in the life of the State. He was a 
man of many interests, and his reputation 19 
the world of sport and commerce had been 
gained by the strict adherence to the mattei 
of fair play. He had established his gigantic 
business of book-making mainly through being 
a ‘‘ good setlier’’ at all times. 


THE DEMANDS, 

Counsel thought that Mr. Duggan coud 
claim to have justified this reputation by the 
manner in which he bad met the demands 
of the Revenue authorities in this case. The 
fact of his having to pay them the sum of 
£9,000 in satisfaction of their demands, while 
admitting legal responsibility, could not and 
must not be regarded as an admission by 
him of conduct contrary to the dictates of a 
sportsman and an upright citizen, charac- 
teristics which had been associated with all 
his dealings in a Jong and honourable business 
career. 

\ithough they had calculated that the 
amount of duty involved in the summonses 
was £187 the case might have been aimost 
indefimtely prolonged, and, po doubt, no one 
would regret more than his worship that his 
education in matters relating to the Turf 
should have been so rudely interrupted. Yet 
Mr. Duggan could now proceed with his good 
work of collecting his annual contribution of 
£23,000 to the State coffers with a light 
heart, though with a lighter pocxet. 

Counsel further added that he wished to 
say that in reference to anything which had 
occurred in the course of the proceedings, 
and particularly in respect of Mr. Raadall— 
and in this Mr. Duggan joined him—that it 
any words used by him to Mr Randall in 
the course of cross-examination might be con- 
sidered to convey a charge against him, such 
wors and imputations he unreservedly with- 
drew, and, Mr. Wood concluded, “I> mucn 
regret that the words were used by me.” 


JUSTICE’S REMARKS. 

The Justice said that he was very glad 
that the case nad been settled, and he was 
particularly pleased that Mr. Wood had seen 
his way to withdraw the observations which 
he bad made as regarded Mr. Randall, as he 
(his worship) thought it would be his duty te 
make Ob:ervations about what happened. He 
was very glad to hear that these observations 
had been withdrawn, and that the whole 
thing was wiped out. He did not think tha! 
he had power to stay. and all he could dá; 
wus to adjourn the summonses generally. 

Mi. Bewley—Very well.
